GOV. CARPENTER’S MESSAGE. 

We print this morning on the second page an 
abstract of Gov. Carpenter’s message .to the 
Iowa Legislature, which, though not yet deliv- 
ered, owing to the dead-lock in that body, has 
found its way into the Iowa newspapers. The 
message, as & whole, is of tedious length, but 
we have selected from it the most salient fea- 
tures. The State Treasury seems to be in a tol- 
erably favorable condition, notwithstanding the 
expenditures for the last fiscal term have ex- 
ceeded the revenues by 50,000. According to 
the Anditor’s estimates for the next two years, 
there will be a sutplus in the Treasury of nearly 
half a million.

This is the law by ‘which the Auditor should 
be governed.

The Auditor, in his communication to the 
Governor upon the subject of railroad-aid debts, 
states that he levied this increased rate in order 
to raise money by general taxation to pay the in- 
terest and principal of these railroad-aid bonds.

That law provides that all taxes for State revenue 
in at town or county owing  railroad-aid debts, 
whieh may be collected on any inerease on the 
valuation of the property of said towns or coup- 
ties over the valuation of 1868, shall be applied 


terest ; it also requires that all taxes collected 
for State purposes on the property of the rail- 
roads thus aided shall be applied in the 
same manner.

Under this law of 1869, Cook, Stephenson, and 
Kane Counties will pay a tax of 86-10 on 
$340,000,000, all of which will go into the State 
Treasury; while McLean, Sangamon, and Peo- 
ria Counties will pay a tax on $32,904,133, which 
will go into the State Treasury, while the State 
tax on the remainder of their taxable property, 
$47,401,598, will be withheld from the State 
Treasury and paid over to the holders of the 
swindling bonds, robbed from these counties in 
aid of swindling railroad corporations.

Fourth, the most prosperous countries during 
the last decade have been Austria, Russia, and 
Italy, in all of which the currency is at « dis- 
count, Ergo, to make a country prosper, depre- 
ciate the currency till it is worth nothing. It is an 
impossibility to decide precisely which countries 
have been most prosperous in any given number 
of years during which there bag been general 
progress. The growth of both Austria and Italy 
has been caused by the union of their hitherto 
hostile parts. under one pacific, tolerant Govern- 
ment. At present, Austria is bankrupt and Italy 
nearly so. Both are running indebt at a frightful 
rate. In Russia, the emancipation of the serfs 
and the less frequent exercise of arbitrary power 
by the State, have caused some progress. It was 
left to Mi. Morton fo discover that the prime 
cause of the three countries’ prosperity was the 
debasement of their circtilating medium, and 
that we can be taught nothing by England's ex- 
perience, because we are so unlike Englishmen, 
but can gather rich stores of wisdom from the 
experience of Austria, Italy, and Russia. 

Fifth, the recent panic was not catised 
by any detect in our currency. This may be true, 
but how did our eurreney affect that panic when 
once started? As it was of « certain fixed 
amount, when people began to hoard it the 
supply was soon exhausted. The greater the 
need for money in circulation, the more it was 
withdrawn from circulation. So the panic was 
prolonged for weeks, and scores of good houses, 
unabie to pay their current obligations, were 
needlessly sacrificed. If we had had a specie 
circulation, we should have had the world’s re- 
serve of specie to resort to. The demand for 
gold would have brought us any amount of it 
from Europe, which, inetead of lying in bankers’ 
safes, would have flowed at once into the channels 


" of trade until they were full again. Then the tide 


would have “ebbed back to Europe until 
the country was left with the precise amount of 
money it couléprofitably use, An irredeemable 
currency is like water in a well. It can easily be 
all drawn out, and then new-comers must go 
thirsty. A gold currency is like the same water 
connected bv pipes with an inexhaustible reser- 
voir. Draw as much as you will, the well will be 
replenished. If our circulating medium were a 
natural one, Nature would do the expanding and 
contracting, and do it only when it was wanted. 
Sixth, the visions of John Stuart Mill” are 
of no use in settling the question. We presume 
that Mr. Morton means that it would be idle to 
examine the ripést thoughts of perhaps the ri- 
pest thinker on economic science of this age ; 
that study of the question ia vain ; that reason- 
ing on it is vain; and that the random utter- 
ances of “the people are necessarily true, 
though liable to change at any moment. We 
will do Mr. Morton the justice to say that be has 
evidently practiced what he preaches. His 
speech seems to show that he has examined nei- 
ther the visions of Mill nor anybody else; that 
he hae studied nothing save the art of divining 


that he is as ready tochaage now as he was 
when he advocated the policy of paying the bonds 


in greenbacks.

Bat 
the material for the personal history of Mr. 
Lincoln, his life in bis family; bis 
personal relations to the world, his natural at- 
tributes of character—the Mr. Lincoln outside of 
politics—are as complete in these brief memo- 
randa of Mrs, Liz colm’s conversation as if they 
were volumes in length. Any »iographer who 
has studied human nature, and is skilled in the 
analysis of human motives and aspirations, can 
take these memoranda, and with their aid draw 
a true picture of Mr. Lincoln; for what she 
says in the interview with Mr. Herndon tallies 
perfectly with the glimpses which others ob- 
tained who were nearest’ to him.
